1⁄2 cup butter or margarine 


1⁄2 cup brown sugar 

1⁄2 cup white sugar 

10 teaspoon vanilla 

l egg 

1 cup applesauce (unsweetened) 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
1 teaspoon allspice 

1⁄2 teaspoon nutmeg 

Y tsp. salt 

2 tsp. baking powder

Directions 


Preheat oven to 350F . Line cupcake pan with paper muffin cups. Beat the butter and both sugars together until 
smooth. Beat in the egg, then stir in the vanilla and applesauce. Set mixture aside. 


In a separate bowl, combine the cinnamon, allspice, nutmeg, flour, salt, and baking powder. Pour into the other 
mixture and stir until blended. Fill into the muffin cups, about 2/3 full. (makes approximately 12 muffins). 
Bake for 12- 20 minutes, or just until a toothpick inserted in the centre comes out clean. To garnish, sprinkle 
with cinnamon and brown sugar.

Beetlejuice, tells the story of Adam (Alec Baldwin) and Barbara Maitland (Geena Davis) who die 
suddenly in a car crash. When they come back to their old house (as ghosts) they’re shocked to find that the 
Deetz family is planning to buy it. So they use their new-found ghostly powers to scare and haunt the family 
but all fails, and the teenage goth daughter, Lydia Deetz (Winona Ryder), can see and talk to the Maitlands. 
When all of their plans, traps and schemes fail, the Maitlands decide to call upon the infamous, “bio- 
exorcist,’ Beetlejuice (Michael Keaton) to get rid of the Deetzes for good. 

Personally, what I love about this movie is that the scary parts are in what you see as opposed to what 
you hear. Most horror movies of today are basically 15 minutes of pitch dark silence with a 100 decibel 
scream that scares you out of your seat or 90 minutes of gore; Beetlejuice is the opposite of that. Although it 
was made in the eighties, this movie captures a different spirit. There’s plenty of frightening monsters but 
there's also a level of comedy. Beetlejuice comes off more as а jokester at the start of the film, but as his de- 
meanor changes for the frightening so does the movie; towards the end, there’s more of an emphasis on dark 
humour. АП in all, Га have to say that if you’re looking for a movie that will scare and make you laugh then 
Beetlejuice 1s the right movie for you.

The Silence of the Lambs (1991)

Thomas Harris, The Silence of the Lambs, ıs a thriller 
about F.B.I. trainee, Clarice Starling (Jodie Foster) 
who is given the job of interviewing former psychia- 
trist turned cannibal/serial killer Hannibal Lecter 
(Anthony Hopkins) to get help in searching for a re- 
cent serial killer named, “Buffalo Bill,” who skins his 
victims’ bodies. 

This movie is horrific in its reality. The scariest part 
is knowing that the F.B.I has to go through several of 
these cases, as well as solve them. Anthony Hopkins is 
terrifying in his role as Hannibal Lecter: he’s charm- 
ing with a sense of manipulation, and he gets a look in 
his eye that disarms you and sends you reeling back. 
Jodie Foster is perfect as Clarice Starling: she’s brave 
and courageous, while still portraying Clarice with a 
sense of detachment, knowing that getting too at- 
tached will break her emotionally. Both Foster and 
Hopkins won Academy Awards for their roles in this 
film and they were definitely well-deserved. 

This movie is not very Halloween in its sub- 
ject, but it gives off a very eerie vibe like that of a hor- 
ror movie, and you still spend a great deal of the mov- 
ie wondering who might die, how and by whom. If 
you re in the mood for a movie that leaves you sus- 
pended in fear, The Silence of the Lambs 15 a great 
choice.

Charley Brewster (William Ragsdale) finds out 
that his new neighbour, Jerry Dandridge (Chris Saran- 
don) is a vampire. In frenzy, he tries to tell his mother, 
his friends and even the police, but no one believes 
him. He turns to famed TV horror actor Peter Vincent 
(Roddy McDowall) for help and together they try to 
ward off Jerry with crucifixes, but he comes back 
stronger to the point where Jerry turns Charley’s best 
friend, “Evil Ed,” (Stephen Geoffreys) into a vampire 
as well. A penultimate scene in a church is where the 
final battle takes place between Charley, Peter and Jer- 
ry ending someone’s life forever and bringing back 
someone else thought to be dead. 

Personally, I found this movie to be a very 
campy eighties horror movie. It was full of advanced 
(for the time) special effects that really added to the 
whole supernatural theme. Fright Night falls more into 
the Halloween theme, being about vampires and deal- 
ing with more of the typical horror plot: a kid sees a 
killer and being morally right, he tries to stop the killer 
with the help of more people who are stupid enough to 
help.

This summer, I had the absolute privilege of travelling to Newfoundland for a couple of weeks in August. 
Newfoundland 1s a place I’ve always wanted to go since I was assigned the terrible task of doing a project on 
the province in grade 5. I was so disappointed in grade 5 when I was assigned Newfoundland of all places. 
Why couldn’t I have gotten a “good” province, like BC or Ontario? Little did I know, I was in for the sur- 
prise of my life. I learned so much about the fabulous, unique culture of the place, that after that project, I 
begged my parents to take me there one day. Finally, we made it out! 
We flew in to St. John’s on the first day, the capital city of Newfoundland. St. John’s is a happening, vibrant 
city. We walked the streets and ate some of the best fish n’chips I’ve ever had at the Duke of Duckworth pub. 
One day we even went whale-watching and saw a whale jump completely out of the water! It was such a ma- 
jestic sight, one ГІІ never forget. 
The sea breeze in St. John’s is so refreshing and calming that you actually yearn for it once you’re gone. One 
night we went down to the harbor to see all the huge ships with their lights on. That was another really inter- 
esting scene, and it’s something that you’d never see here in Winnipeg! 
Our last day in St. John’s was also the day of the famous Newfoundland Regatta. It’s the oldest rowing com- 
petition in North America! There was a ton of people there—even Thomas Mulcair, leader of the Official 
Opposition. One of the best things about Newfoundland is the people. You may have heard that Newfies 
speak their own language—it’s true! Sometimes it’s impossible to understand what they’re saying to you. At 
the Regatta there were a couple of friendly Newfie women cooking home-cooked Newfie food, like baked 
beans, fish n’brewis, and toutons. Ooh, toutons— how I long for them now! Toutons are a doughy, bread like 
food, similar to bannock but 10x better (I know, it’s hard to imagine). We ate so well in Newfoundland, I’m 
pretty sure I gained a couple of pounds! 
We also spent some time in Heart’s Delight, a really little town about two hours from St. John’s. On our way 
there we listened to a great Newfoundland CD we had bought—a band called “Dead Language” (you should 
look them up and listen—they’ re fantastic!). Listening to that music and driving along the coast felt surreal. 
The beauty is astounding. It’s amazing that we have this kind of scenery in our own country! When you’ re in 
Newfoundland, you almost feel as 1f you’re not in Canada anymore! 
In Heart’s Delight we received the famous Newfoundland “Screech-In.” Screech is a famous Newfoundland 
drink (none for me!), but the Screech-In itself 1s composed of a bunch of rituals that Newfies perform to make 
visitors “honourary Newfoundlanders.” A few of the things we had to do: recite some Newfoundland tongue 
twisters, eat some Newfoundland “steak” (balogne), and most notably, kiss a codfish! Yuck! How many 
people can say they’ ve done that?! 
The cod industry in Newfoundland was what brought people there in the first place. The Europeans came to 
Newfoundland in the late 1500’s and were shocked at how the waters were literally swarming with fish. Un- 
fortunately, over the years the cod have been severly depleted, and now there is a moratorium (ban) on cod- 
fishing. This has greatly affected the economy of the province. For most of the Newfoundland families, cod- 
fishing is all they’ve ever known. That’s their livelihood. The moratorium put approximately 30 000 people 
out of work—some estimate it affected as many as 50 000. I still had the chance to get my hands on a big cod 
though! 
We ended our trip off in Bonavista, a scenic place with a great little café—Neil’s café, where they make some 
delicious crepes. Once again, the scenery of the ocean, the tall grass, and the sea breeze put me in such a re- 
laxed mood that I didn’t ever want to leave. 
Newfoundland cannot be described by words. I have been to many places all over the world, but Newfound- 
land definitely tops my list of favourite trips.

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One country especially inspired and motivated was 
Syria, where on March 15" 2011 the Syrians decided 
to protest against Al-Assad and against the corruption 
he led. They protested for their rights and political 
freedom, demanding an end to police brutality, state of 
emergency laws, lack of free elections, and lack of 
freedom of speech. They also protested against 
the economic situation of hunger, price infla- 
tion, and low wages. The Syrians wanted an 
‘Wend to the corruption and poor living conditions 
that they had been enduring. However, instead

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Bashar Al-Assad 1s the current president of Syria, 
however he was preceded by his father Hafez Al- 
Assad. After the death of his father, Bashar Al-Assad 
was placed as president turning the democratic system 
into a monarchy but to cover such accusations the 
government had an unopposed election in which Ba- 
shar Al-Assad was “voted” in with a majority of 97%. 
Syrians were upset with their government, they felt 
deprived of their electoral rights. They lacked their 
essential right to democracy. Al-Assad and his admin- 
istration were corrupting the country. However to the 
surprise of many, Tunisia, another country in the mid- 
dle east also suffering under similar corrupt conditions 
as to those existing in Syria had its very own revolu- 
tion! Tunisians together protested for a demand of 
their rights and the resignation of their dictator presi- 
dent Ben Ali in January 2011. The success in Tunisia 
inspired another country in the Middle East, Egypt. 
Just like Syria and Tunisia, Egyptians had been suffer- 
ing extreme corruption and lack of rights, and together 
on January 25th 2011 revolted against their dictator 
president Hosni Mubarak. After 18 days of revolting, 
they succeed in overthrowing their dictator. The world 
was shocked. This led a wave of inspiration across the 
middle east. 

Although the protesters 
did try to resort to self-defense, In no way was 
it in comparison with the power of the army. As 
the world watches the Syrian uprising, Al- 
Assad kills Syrian protesters everyday, showing 
no mercy, to this day.

According to the United Nations, the death toll in Syr- 
1a has surpassed 120,000 and over two million Syrians 
have taken refuge. According to many international 
organizations, the Syrian Conflict is the number one 
humanitarian issue. Every day there are people dying, 
worse yet, the Syrians regime has used chemical 
weapons. 


The usage of chemical weapons as Obama had 
claimed last year, is a red line. The Syrian regime 
launched its chemical massacre on August 21* 2013. 
It launched rockets with a chemical gas which can kill 
within the first minute of inhalation.
